I beg  to  present  my  report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Hay 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1957. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included 
comments  on  all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  in  Circula.r  1/1958 
(Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health* 

Section  1, General  and  Vital  Statistics* 

Area*  39,153  acres* 

The  Rural  district  of  Hay, which  has  an  area  of  39,153  acres, 
forms  part  of  the  County  of  Breconshire .This  district  is  situated  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  County, is  agricultural  in  nature  with  farming 
as  the  predominant  occupation  of  the  residents .There  are  no  large  towns 
in  the  area  but  in  the  district  are  two  large  hospitals , the  Mental 
Hospital  at  Talgarth  and  the  South  Wales  Sanatorium  at  Bronllys*

Section  2,  General  Provisions  of  Klealth  Services, 

Public  Health  Officers,  There  was  no  change  in  the  public  health 

officers  during  the  year, Mr  G,G, Evans 
remained  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Laboratory  Facilities, 

During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were  available 
at  Cardiff , Newport , Carmarthen, Swansea, Aberystwyth  and  Brecon,All 
water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Kereford 
whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious ^ 
disease  was  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff, 

All  the  milk  sampling  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Hereford, 

Nursing  and  other  facilities.  The  County  Council  is  responsbile  for 

the  provision  of  the  ambulance  and 
nursing  services, The  County  also  administer  the  maternity  and  child 
v/elfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  obtained  for  minor  ailments , eye, dent 
and  orthopaedic  defects , Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Disinfection,  In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required 

disinfection  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 


Hospitals,  The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Brecon  V/ar  Memorial  Hospital,  A certain  number  of  cases  are  also 
admitted  into  Hereford  Hospital, Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital  and 
Hereford  Isolation  Hospital  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

For  the  treatrmjnt  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been  made 
by  the  Welsh  board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the 
Penrhys  Hospit al , Rhondda, 
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Section  4«Sanitary  Cj-pcumstarice s , 

Water  Supplies » 

The  weather  was  mainly  dr*y  up  to  the  end  of  June  and  the 
village  water  supplies  consequently  fell  considerably .After  June  however 
the  weather  was  very  unsettled  with  periods  of  rain  and  the  water 
supplies  increased. 

The  Council  instructed  the  Consulting  Civil  Engineers 
to  prepare  further  detailed  plans  of  the  Area  Water  Scheme  and  these 
are  now  awaited, 

10  v/ater  supplies  in  the  district  are  owned  by  the  Council 
serving  the  villages  and  8 other  private  supplies  serve  six  dwellings 
or  more.  There  are  181  supplies  serving  five  dwellings  or  less  and  80 
of  these  are  piped  supplies, the  remaining  101  being  either  pumps  or 
springs • 

Details  for  each  parish  are  given  below; 

Aberllynf i «,  The  supply  of  water  for  this  parish  fell  considerably  during 
the  year  and  it  was  necessary  to  augment  it  from  the  Gwernyf ed/Glasbury 
supply, One  sample  of  water  was  taken  and  this  was  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  taken  from  a private  supply  were  unsatisfactory. 

Bio  nllys , 

There  ore  two  public  supplies  in  this  parish.One  is  owned  by 
the  Welsh  Hegional  Hospital  Board  and  serves  the  Sanatorium  and  houses 
attached  thereto.  The  other  supply  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  serves 
most  of  the  remaining  properties  in  the  village; the  water  is  collected 
from  springs  and  is  untreated, The  supply  fell  considerably  during  the 
dry  period  and  it  was  again  necessary  to  augment  it  from  the  Talgarth 
supply, There  are  99  dwellings  served, There  are  13  other  small  privately 
owned  supplies  in  the  parish.  One  sample  of  water  taken  v/as  satisfactory, 

Glynfach  and  Usk  Valley  portion  of  Tregoyd  and  Velindre, 

There  are  10  untreated  private  supplies  in  the  area-4 
serving  4 properties  and  the  other  6 simply  being  running  springs. 

One  farmstead  was  converted  into  a Youth  Hostel  and  a water  supply 
from  springs  on  the  hillside  was  connected  to  the  property-samples 
taken  previously  from  the  source  were  satisfactory. 

Hay  Rural, 

t’ourteen  houses  in  this  parish  are  served  from  the  Council's 
water  supply  at  Llanigon,  There  are  21  other  private  supplies  and  8 
of  these  are  piped. 

One  sample  taken  during  the  year  was  satisfactory, 

Llanigon, 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  and  32  houses 
are  supplied.  Water  is  collected  from  springs  to  a service  reservoir 
and  is  untreated, There  are  8 other  private  supplies  in  the  parish; 

6 of  these  being  piped, Two  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 

The  hamlet  of  Pfordlaes  situated  in  the  parish  obtains  water 
from  a standpipe  which  is  supplied  by  a Ram  from  Llwynfilly  farm^The 
water  supply  was  interrupted  on  several  occasions  by  failure  of  the  Ram 
and  the  Council  have  recommended  that  improverrBnts  be  carried  out. 

One  sample  taken  from  a private  supply  was  unsatisfactory .This  was  a 
proposed  source  from  two  small  farms  and  the  owners  were  advised  on 
means  to  prevent  further  pollution, and  it  is  anticipated  that  further 
sampling  will  show  an  improvement. 
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Llanelieu 

There  are  15  dwellings  in  this  parish, 10  being  in  the  Wye 
Valley  and  5 in  the  Usk  Valley  and  all  have  a piped  supply  but  from 
9 different  private  sources.  No  samples  were  tal^en, 

Llysviren. 

There  are  66  dwellings  in  tte  parish  and  54  have  water  laid  on 
and  2 are  served  by  standpipes , The  Council  own  the  supplyswater  being 
collected  from  springs  and  is  untreated,  10  additional  properties 
were  connected  to  the  water  main  during  the  year. 

Two  samples  were  taken:  one  satisf a.ctory  and  one  unsatisfactory, 

Pipton, 

There  are  11  private  supplies  in  this  parish  and  8 are  piped 
supplies  serving  some  12  dwellings , the  other  dwellings  being  served 
by  pumps  ,Tv/o  cottages  are  without  water  for  two  or  three  months 
during  the  year, but  one  of  these  is  now  vacant, 

Talp;arth. 

There  are  tliree  public  supplies  in  this  parish  .Two  are  owned 
by  the  Council  and  the  other  is  owned  by  the  Welsh  f^egional  Hospital 
Board  serving  the  Mid-Wales  ^''^ental  Hospital  and  adjacent  dwellings. 

The  larger  of  the  Council’s  suppllyo serves  some  366  dwellings  in 
Talgarth  and  there  are  21  additional  properties  served  by  standpipes. 
One  portion  of  this  supply  is  received  as  an  overflow  from  the 
i^iental  Hospital  supply  and  the  whole  is  sand  filtered  and 
chlorinated:  the  second  portion  is  received  from  springs  in  Llanelieu 
parish  and  these  are  connected  to  a reservoir  which, in  times  of 
drought, may  be  connected  to  the  brook, and  on  such  occasions  this 
source  is  then  chlorinated. 

The  second  Council  supply  serves  the  hamlet  of  Trefeccac 
A further  spring  was  connected  into  the  supply  near  Neuaddfach  and  it 
is  hoped  this  will  help  the  suxjply  during  the  summer  months. 

Drip  feed  ciilorination  is  carried  out. 

There  are  39  private  supplies  in  the  parish  of  which 
26  are  piped,  Tv/o  samples  from  Council  supplies  were  taken,  one 
was  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory,  3 samples  from  private 
sources  were  taken  and  these  were  satisfactory, 

Tregoyd  and  Velindre, 

Of  the  122  dwellings  in  this  parish, 104  have  water  laid  on 
and  5 are  served  from  standpipes .Most  of  these  properties  are  served 
by  the  Council  from  their  sources  at  Velindre , including  the  supply 
to  Gwernyfed  Secondary  Modern  School, and  the  12  new  Council  houses 
at  Gwernyfed, 

During  the  year  a new  filterand  filtered  water  storage 
tank  of  some  8,000  gallons  capacity  wer^  constructed  at  Velindre, 

The  work  outstanding  on  this  improvement  scheme  includes  the  fitting 
of  roof  covering, the  laying  of  filtering  media  and  the  inlet  pipe 
arrangement .This  supply  is  chlorinated  by  drip  feed, 

3 samples  were  taken  and  these  were  satisfactory, 

2 samples  from  private  sources  vrere  taken  and  these  were  satisf actory r 

In  conclusion  it  is  obvious  from  the  above  description  that  all 
water  supplies  should  have  urgent  a,nd  serious  consideration, Many  of 
them  are  liable  to  pollution  and  the  large  number  from  different 
sources  makes  it  impossible  to  give  them  individual  attention  as 
frequently  as  desirable, which  emphasizes  the  great  need  for  the 
Llanbwchllyn  Lalce  Vvater  Scheme,

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Drainage  and  Sewerage , 

'i'He  laying  bi’  sewer’s  and.  tlie  construction  of  a sewage  disposal 
purification  works  at  Velindre  v/as  completed  during  the  year  and 
ten  propurties  were  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Plans  were  completed  for  the  Llyswen  sewerage  scheme  during  the  year 
and  it  is  hoped  that  all  appi ovals  will  soon  be  forthcoming  so  that 
an  early  start  can  be  made  on  the  scheme. 

Preliminary  plans  for  a sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for 
Aberllynfi  v/ere  prepared  and  planning  approval  sought. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  as  to  the  possibility  of  a joint 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village  of  Glasbury 
to  cover  the  Dpeconshire  and  Radnorshire  sides  of  the  River  Wye, 

Some  reconstruction  at  the  Talgarth  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is 
planned  and  this  'is  to’ receive  early  attention.

Public  Cleansing 

Hefuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  Talgarth, 

Bronllys .Llyswen, Pipton, Aberllynfi , Tregoyd  and  Velindre, Llanigon  and 
the  parish  of  Hay  Rural,  The  only  parishes  not  included  in  the 
scheme  are  Llanelieu  and  Glynf ach,Refuse  is  collected  by  the 
Council's  own  lorry  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping, the  work 
and  staff  being  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  inspector. 

Collection  of  waste  p)aper  and  scrap  metal  is  also 
undertaken.  Some  7 tons, 12  cwts  of  baled  waste  paper  and  5 tons 
14  cwts  of  scrap  tins  and  4 tons  of  heavy  scrap  metal  v/ere  sent 
away  during  the  year.

The  district  is  also  served  by  such  tradesmen  from  contiguous  areas. 
There  are  no  dairies  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders, 1949, 
but  2 supplementary  licences  are  issued  to  Milk  dealers  who  are 
regies tered  in  the  Borough  of  Brecon,

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  As  a result  of  the  new  liealth  Act, the 

County  Council  were  responsible  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the 
district  will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer, 

Facilities  for  immunisation  are  now  available  at  the 
ordinary  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also  at  the  schools 
during  the  school  medical  inspections. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of  diphtheria 
continues  to  fall.  The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign  however, 
remains  the  same, to  secure  the  immuni  sation  of  not  less  than 
l'o%  of  babies  before  their  first  birthday, It  must  be  remonbered  that 
diphtheria  still  kills  and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  is 
conditional  upon  the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  level  of 
immunisation.  If  parents  leave  their  children  unprotected  there  may 
be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks.
